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The newly added limitations: "and the discrete circuits" and "the terminal also 
removed completely from a plurality of discrete circuits" are considered to be new 
issues that would require further consideration and search. 

The 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph rejection to claims 1-7, 19-25 and 28-34 is 
withdrawn. However, the Examiner wants to further explain his position regarding 
reference Lee (3,905,013). Applicant argues that Lee shows only a single row of fuses 
mounted to a base. However, it is the Examiner's position that Lee teaches a single 
column comprising a plurality of rows, wherein each row comprises one fuse. Absent 
any recitation in the claims indicating that each row must comprise more than one fuse, 
the Examiner's rejection is reasonable and applicable. Moreover, it is important to point 
out that applicant's admitted prior art (Figure 1) clearly shows a plurality of rows, 
wherein each row comprises more than one fuse. Thus, as per applicant's admitted 
prior art (AAPA) a fuse box comprising a plurality of rows, wherein each row comprises 
more than one fuse is well known in the vehicle art and to modify Lee with AAPA would 
be an obvious and reasonable modification.
